A bill requiring re-examination 
of drivers every five years—a

Bentley’s. measure, House Bill 
No. 136, would require all licenses 
in effect March 1, 1953, to be re- 
newed within five years from 
date on which the license was is- 
sued. 

When the State Patrol was or- 
‘ganized in 1937, it was pointed 
out, the first. 500,000 driver li- 
censes were issued in Georgia 
without any form of examination. 
Surveys show the average age of 
these first license holders is now

Two years later a fee of $1 an- 
nually was tacked on the driver 
license and some form of driver 
examination was _ started. Last 
year the Legislature passed a law 
for permanent driver’s licenses.

bestowed the powers of Chief Execu- 
tive upon a new leader. He has the 
opportunity to be one of our great 
Presidents. Certainly none other ever 
has assumed the crushing duties with 
greater good will and support of the 
American people. 

The inaugural itself was a demon- 
stration to: the world that political 
change is possible without strife and 
turmoil and without surrender of basic 
liberties. It was a renewed assertion 
that people are fully capable of self- 
government. 

- The inaugural address will go down 
in history as great.

Poliomyelitis Follows 
No Definite Pattern 


The incidence, the course, the indi- 
vidual case history of certain diseases 
can be predicted with reasonable ac- 
curacy, In the fight against these ills, 
county and city leaders in and out of 
the medical profession can chart trends 
and effectively plan for prevention and 


_ treatment. 


Not so with polio. This crippling 
disease follows no pattern. Sometimes 
cases are so slight they are scarcely no- 
ticed, if at all. Others are fatal. In be- 
tween comes the range from mild cases 
with little after effect to a paralysis 
that requires months, even years, of 
treatment. 

_ For the nation, 1952 was the worst 
polio year in history. Yet, while in 
some communities the disease reached 
epidemic stage, in others there were 
only isolated cases. In Georgia, up to 
Dec. 6, 1952, there had been only 519 
cases as compared to 651 in the first 
11 months of 1951. 

Because of the unpredictable char- 
acteristics of polio, funds cannot be al- 
lotted in advance as they are in some 
other campaigns. Instead, they are 
pooled to be used where needed most. 

Give generously to the antipolio 
fund with the hope that the money is 
never needed in your family or your 
community. But remember you give, 
too, with the assurance that if you do 
need help, you will not call for it in 
vain.

Constitution Verdict 


Was Simply Justice : 


Comment of Chief Justice W. H. Duck- 
worth of the Georgia Supreme Court that 
newspapers have the right to criticize 
courts ‘“‘because in this country we do not 
have a belief that the king can do no 
wrong,” is well expressed. In effect, said 
the chief justice, even a judge is not above 
the law, a point which might be under- 
scored for many jurists... The comment 
came as a prelude to the dismissal of con- 
tempt charges against two _——— 
before the court. 

Prosecuting Attorney S.-W. Farris, argu: 
ing that the Supreme Court should uphold 
the citations, was of the opinion that ‘‘we 
need laws to protect courts against attack 
on their integrity.” On the other hand, Chief 
Justice Duckworth held that no court could 
strengthen itself by silencing criticism, and 
that “if a newspaper has libeled a judge, 
he can sue for libel just like anybody else.” 

That, we submit, was a fair evaluation 
of the entire case. Any other solution would 
have been less than the justice we all have 


a right to expect,

“‘transact’”’ business with any company in 
which he may be in a position to profit 
personally? 

Obviously merely to sell one’s holdings 
doesn’t solve the problem. For if a man 
is part of a large company one day and 
sells his holdings the next, does he thereby 
divest himself as well of lifelong friendships 
and intimacies? 

It is not a new question. It happens all 
the time on the judicial bench. Some jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court always hold 
stocks but when a pending case could even 
remotely affect such stock ownership, the 
justice ‘‘disqualifies’” himself. The same 
might well apply to executive officials as 
well as to members of Congress. 

There is no point in amending the exist- 
ing law which bars transactions by éxecu- 


tive officials with companies in which they 


hold stock or from which they can derive 
pécuniary gain. Nor is there any point in 
any legal interpretation artificially devised 
to exempt high officials from the present 
law. It is no answer, as suggested, merely 
to put the stocks in trust and let the tax be 
collected later only if the securities are 
subsequently sold after the cabinet officer 
terminates his government service. 


The logical solution is to require. by ex- 
ecutive order of the President that when 
any official has before him either a con- 
tract or a governmental proceeding which 
involves a former client or former em- 
ployee relationship, the matter shall be pre- 
sented to the White House for reference to 
some board or agency which can make the 
necessary decision without in any way con- 
sulting the executive in question. This is 
the same thing as reassigning a case where 
a judge disqualifies himself. 

In most instances the reference to an- 
other official will solve the problem. But it 
must be mandatory rather than discre- 
tionary. 

The Eisenhower administration should 
be glad the issue of ethics has arisen so 


early because it can be a sweeping order, 


affecting not just Mr. Wilson but all offi- 
cials, showing the country that a different 
climate has been ushered in here in the han- 
dling of public funds by the ‘new custodians.

That was President Truman’s executive 
order setting aside the offshore oil lands 
as a naval reserve. 

The new President is under terrific pres- 
sure from oil and its politically and eco- 
nomically allied interests, as well as from 
Congress, to ‘set aside and nullify the Tru- 
man order and to go along, instead, with 
the pending bill to turn these valuable lands 


over to the states for lease to private oil 


companies.

By is- 
suing the order President Truman offered 
his successor a really great opportunity to 
take a bold stand for the public and na- 
tional interest that would give the new ad- 
ministratién a fine’ start.

Decatur—It seemed rather strange to 
me, as a visitor in your state and having 
read what is available regarding promotion 
of the livestock industry in this staté, to 
find there are no brand laws, no penalty 
for stealing stock, and a law which pe- 
nalizes the livestock owner if a vehicle hits 
an animal on the highway. 

You have no inspection at open mar- 
kets either here or in adjoining states, yet 
you are looking towards an early build- 
up in your livestock population. Wyoming, 
my home state, must have as good livestock 
laws as can be had, for rustlers have be- 
come pretty scarce in recent years. 


If you really want your livestock indus- 
try increased, I suggest you take it up with 
the Wyoming State Brand Board of Chey- 
enne, which will be pleased, I am sure, to 
send a copy of brand and inspections laws, 
together with an outline of how to operate. 


Having purchased a small acreage in 
Forsyth County last winter, I am looking 
forward to the time when livestock inter- 
ests will be protected hére.

The man who owned the store had died 
but he understood the druggist’s daughter 
was now a nurse in Atlanta. Would I please 
locate her and give her the check. I was 
happy to do it. To send that check was 
not easy, but in the sending of it that man 
experienced great joy and release worth 
far more than the money involved. 


If we have harmed any person in any 
way, and if there is anything we can now 
do about it, we must do it. It may be an 
apology, or some service we can render. 
On the other hand, there are some wrongs 
about which nothing can be done. In that 
case we can eliminate all wrong feeling 
which we ‘hold toward that person. We 
can begin loving that person and praying 
for him or her. Sometimes that is harder 
to do than returning stolen money. 

I prescribed the 13th chapter of I Corin- 
thians to a lady recently. That is the chap- 
ter which tells what love is and what it 
does. Love is willing to suffer, is kind, does 
not envy, is not conceited, is unselfish, is 
not easily provoked, does not think evil, 
believes, hopes and endures.

Those whom 
destiny had cast in the leading roles came 
on the stage, each one intent that his next 
move should be exactly the right one, prop- 
erly timed and ordered.

President holding the bag which contains 
the $35 silk topper he had bought in antici- 
pation of this, the biggest day in all his 40 
years. 

It was a composed, self-assured Richard 
Nixon who repeated the words which made 
him Number Two man in this nation. I 
thought of that other time when he ap- 
peared before the TV camera with the na- 
tion all eyes and ears. He was the de- 
fendant then before the court of public 
opinion, an intense and highly emotional 
young man fighting to prove his right to 
high office. 

_ The President-elect came to the dais and 
to his part solemnly and humbly, obviously 
affected by the solemnity of the occasion. 

Dwight Eisenhower apparently was 
moved to tears as earnest prayers for his 
administration impressed upon him the 
enormity of the task upon which he was 
about to enter, the depth of the trust his 
fellow citizens had placed in him, the ex- 
tent of their hope for better things from 
the moment he completed the oath and was 
finally President of the United States. 

When the swearing-in was over, he be- 
came Ike again, the sunny smile came out 
and those arms of his went into the air in 
that gesture which characterized his cam- 
paigning. Surely no one could doubt our 
President’s sincerity in making the first 
official act of his administration a_ per- 
sonal and public supplication for help froma 
Almighty God.

“ WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—(AP)—The text of the inaugural 


address of President Dwight D. 
My fellow citizens: 


Eisenhower: 


_ . The world and we have passed the midway point of a 
century for continuing chalenge. We sense with all our 


faculties that forces of good and evil are massed and 


armed and opposed as rarely 


This fact defines the meaning of 
this day. We are summoned, by 
this honored and historic cere- 
mony, to witness more than the act 
of one citizen swearing his oath of 
service, in the presence of his God. 
We are called as a people, to give 
_ testimony, in the sight of the 
world, to our faith that the future 
shall belong to the free. 

Since this century’s beginning, a 
time of tempest has seemed to 
come upon the continents of the 
earth. Masses of Asia have 
wakened to strike off shackles of 
the past. Great nations of Europe 
have fought their bloodiest wars. 
Thrones have toppled and their 
vast empires have disappeared. 
New nations have been born. 


For our own country, it has 
been a time of recurring trial. We 
have grown in power and in re- 
sponsibility. We have passed 
through the anxieties of depression 
and of war to a summit unmatched 
in man’s history. Seeking to se- 
cure peace in the world, we have 
had to fight our way through the 
forests of the Argonne to the shores 
of Iwo Jima, and to the cold 
peaks of Korea. ._.- 


LIGHT OR DARK? 


In the swift rush of great events, 
we find ourselves groping to know 
the full sense and meaning of the 
times in which we live. In our 
quest of understanding, we be- 
seech God’s guidance. We summon 
all our knowledge of the past and 
we scan all signs of the future. 
We bring all our wit and will to 
meet the question: how far have 
we come in man’s long pilgrimage 
from darkness toward light? Are 
we nearing the light—a day of 
freedom and of peace for all man- 
kind? Or are the shadows of an- 
other night closing in upon us?

We know, beyond this, that we 
are linked to all free peoples not 
merely by a noble idea but by a 
simple need.

For, all our own material 
might, even we need markets in 
the world for the surpluses of our 
farms and of our factories. 
Equally, we need for these same 
farms and factories vital materials 
and products of distant lands. This 
basic law of interdependence, so 
manifest in the commerce of 
peace, applies with thousand-fold 
intensity in the event of war. 

So are we persuaded by neces- 
sity and by belief that the strength 
of all free peoples lies in unity, 
their danger in discord. 

To produce this unity, to meet 
the challenge of our time, destiny

MUST RECLAIM FAITH 


At such a time in history, we 
who are free must proclaim anew 
our faith. 

This faith is the abiding creed 
of our fathers. It is our faith in 
the deathless dignity of man, gov- 
erned by eternal moral and nat- 
ural laws. 

This faith defines our full view 
of life. It establishes, beyond de- 
bate, those gifts of the Creator 
that are man’s inalienable rights, 
and that make all men equal in 
His sight! 

In the light of this equality, we 
know that the virtues most cher- 
ished by free people—love of truth, 
pride of work, devotion to country 
—all are treasures equally pre- 
cious in the lives of the most hum- 
ble and of the most exalted. The 
men who mine coal and fire fur- 
nacés and balance ledgers and turn 
lathes and pick cotton and heal the 
sick and plant corn—all serve as 
proudly, and as profitably, for 
America as the statesmen who 
draft treaties and the legislators 
who enact laws. 

This faith rules our whole way of 
life. It decrees that we, the people, 
elect leaders not to rule but to 
serve. It asserts that we have the 
right to choice of our own work 
and to the reward of our own toil. 
It inspires the ‘initiative that 
makes our productivity the wonder 
of the world. And it warns that any 
man who seeks to deny equality 
among all his brothers betrays 
the spirit of the free and invites 
the mockery of the tyrant. 


TUTORS IN TREASON 

It is because we, ali of us, hold 
to these principles that the political 
changes accomplished this day do 
not imply turbulence, upheaval or 
disorder. Rather this change ex- 
presses a purpose of strengthening 
our dedication and devotion to the 
precepts of our founding docw-, 
ments, a conscious renewal of faith 
in our country and in the watchful- 
ness of a Divine Providence. 

The enemies of this faith know 
no God but force, no devotion but 
its use. They tutor men in treason. 
They feed upon the hunger of 
others. Whatever defies them, they 
torture, especially.the truth.

1. Abhorring war as a chosen 
way to balk the purposes of those 
who threaten us, we hold it to be 
the first task of statesmanship to 
develop the strength that will deter 
the forces of aggression and pro- 
mote the conditions of peace. For, 
as it must be the supreme pur- 
pose of all free men, so it miust 
be the dedication of their leaders, 
to save humanity from preying 
upon itself.

It is the firm duty of each of our 
free citizens and of every free cit- 
izen everywhere to place the 
cause of his country before the 
comfort and the convenience of 
himself. 


4. Honoring the identity and 
heritage of each nation of the 
world, we shall never use our 
strength to try to impress upon 
‘another people our own cherished 
political and economic institutions. 


5. Assessing realistically the 
needs and capacities of proven 
friends of freedom, we shall strive 
to help them to achieve their own 
security and well-being. Likewise, 
we shall count upon them to as- 
sume, within the limits of their re- 
sources, their full and just burden 
in the common defense of freedom. 


ECONOMIC NEED 


6. Recognizing economic health 
as an indispensable basis of mili- 
tary strength and the free world’s 
peace, we shall strive’ to foster 
everywhere, and to practice our- 
selves, policies that encourage pro- 
ductivity and profitable trade. For 


fF |the impoverishment of ‘any single 
- |people in the world means danger 


to the well-being of all other 
peoples. 

7. Appreciating that economic 
need, military security and politi- 
cal wisdom combine to suggest re- 
gional groupings of free peoples, 
we hope, within the framework of 
the United Nations, to help 
strengthen such special bonds the 
world over. The nature of these 
ties must vary with the different 
probiems of different areas. 

In the Western Hemisphere, we 
enthusiastically join with our 
neighbors in the work of perfecting 
a community of fraternal trust and 
common purpose. 


In Europe, we ask that enlight- 
ened and inspired leaders of the 
Western nations strive with re- 
newed vigor to make the unity of 
their peoples a reality. Only as 
free Europe unitedly marshals its 
strength can it effectively -safe- 
guard, even with our help, its spir- 
itual and cultural treasures. 

8. Conceiving the defense of free- 
dom, like freedom itself, to be one 
and indivisible, we hold all conti- 
nents and peoples in equal regard 
and honor. We reject any insinua- 
tion that one race or another, one 
people or another, is in any sense 
inferior or, expendable. 

9. Respecting the United Nations 
as the living sign of all people’s 
hope for peace, we shall strive to 
make it not merely an eloquent 
symbol but an effective force. And 
in our quest of honorable peace, 
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we shall neither compromise, nor 
tire, nor ever cease. 

By these rules of conduct, we 
hope to be known to all peoples. 

By their observance, an earth of 
peace may become not a vision but 
a fact. 

This hope—this supreme aspira- 
tion—must rule the way we live. 

We must be ready to dare all for 
our country. For:history does not 
long entrust the care of freedom to 
the weak or the timid. We must 
acquire proficiency in defense and 
display stamina in purpose. 

We must be willing, individually 
and as a nation, to accept what- 
ever sacrifices may be required of 
us. A people that values its privi- 
leges above its principles soon 
loses both. 

These basic precepts are not 
lofty abstractions, far removed 
from matters of daily living. They 


are laws of spiritual strength that) ~~~ 


generate and define our material 
strength. Patriotism means 
equipped forces and a prepared 
citizenry. Moral stamina means 
more energy and more productiv- 
ity, on the farm and in the factory. 
Love of liberty means the guarding 
of every resource that makes free- 


dom ee ree the sanctity of/ 


our families e wealth of our 
soil to the genius of our scientists. 


JOB FOR ALL 

And so each citizen plays an 
indispensable role. The produc- 
tivity of our heads, our hands and 
our hearts is the source of all the 
strength we can command, for 
both the enrichment of our lives 
and the winning of the peace. 


No person, no home, tho commu- 
nity can be beyond the reach of 
this call. We are summoned to act 
in wisdom and in conscience; to 
work with industry, to teach with 
persuasion, to preach with convic- 


tion, to weigh our every deed with 
care and with compassion. For this 
truth must be clear before us: 
whatever America hopes -to bring 
to pass in the world must first 
come to pass in the heart of 
America. * 

The peace we _ seek, then, is 
nothing less than the practice 
and the fulfillment of our whole 
faith, among ourselves and in 
our dealings with. others. It sig- 
nifies more than stilling the guns, 
easing the sorrow, of war. 

More than an escape from death, 
it is a way of life. 

More than a haven for the weary, 
it is a hope for the brave. 

This is the hope that beckons us 
onward in this century of trial. 
This is the work that awaits us all, 
to be done with bravery, with 
charity—and with prayer to Al- 
mighty God. 

My citizens, I thank you.

Farmers, Economist Says 


By JACK GILCHRIST 
Constitution Farm Editor 


ATHENS, Jan. 20—Dr. H. B. James of the agricultural eco- 
nomic department at North Carolina State College said: here today 
that although 1953 is expected to be another year of prosperity for 
the nation as a whole, farmers in the Southeast are not expected 
to be as prosperous ‘“‘because of the price-cost squeeze brought 
about by higher costs.” 

Taking a look into the future 
in an address before the Georgia 
Plant Food Educational Society, 
holding .its annual meeting at the 
University of Georgia, Dr. James 
also predicted that another 200,- 
000 agricultural workers will go 
into other employment fields 
during the coming year. 


“SDRPLUS PROBLEM” 


In another forecast, he said 
that at least for the next five 
years there will be a ‘“‘surplus- 
problem’”’ to deal with and added 
that this problem may disappear 
within a decade or so. 

Dr. James made four recom- 
mendations for agriculture in the 
future: Economizing on labor in 
farm operations, an increasing 
feed supply to offset conditions 
created by the, recent drought, 
addition of new enterprises to 
create a better agricultural bal- 
ance, and taking full advantage 
of the newer technology avail- 

able.

But it was 
the solid citizen who didn’t have anything to lose that he could 
not replace through his own efforts that picked up the broken 
pieces when peace came and made Georgia what it is today.

Even though scientific evi- 
dence fails to show a relatign 
between uric acid and gout, can 
it do any harm to tell the cor- 
respondent which foods are 
high or low, respectively, in 
purine bases? 


Well, no, I reluct, but... 

Then, good grief, why not 
name the chief high and low 
items and leave to the reader’s 
fancy the question of the nature 
or cause of whatever the reader 
believes to be gout? 

The principal foods contain- 
ing purines are meat, fish, peas, 
beans, lentils, mushrooms, 
onions, asparagus, oatmeal, 
coffee, tea and chocolate or 
cocoa. Old timers uncompro- 
misingly exclude from the diet 
of persons with a “gouty 
tendency”’ these items which 
are notoriously high in purine 
content: Liver, kidneys, sweet- 
breads, calves’ brains, ancho- 
vies, sardines.
